Causing Heavy Loss 

Breakage is the greatest single 
cause of loss in marketing eggs in 
Canada. Greater shell strength is 
needed. It is not a matter only of 
the loss on the cracked or broken 
eggs themselves but the loss in value 
of other eggs and packing material 
through smearing. There is also the 
unknown loss at point of production, 
in the nests, in gathering, and in 
handling on the farm, and in the 
consumer’s homes, according to a 
survey made by the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

It is not a question of . whether 
egg shells are weaker now than be- 
fore the war, but just a plain state- 
ment of fact that present eggshells 
are not sufficiently strong to with- 
stand the hazards of transportation. 
Trains are heavier, jolts are more 
severe, and handling less careful. 
Something has to be done now to 
improve shell strength. Selection, 
| breeding, feeding can all be brought 
to bear. It is something in which 
all phases of the industry can take 
part. Eggs with thin porous shells 
should not be used for setting ,the 
department advises in a recent re- 
léase.—Fort William Times-Journal. |

Tuberculosis Fight 


Another Step Is Taken In The 
Hunt To Find A Cure 

Another step in the hunt for a 
weapon against tuberculosis is de- 
scribed in Science, official journal of 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 

Doctors Isadore E. Gerber and Mil- 
ton Gross of the Hudson County 
tuberculosis hospital at Jersey City 
report that a wffould-derived sub- 
stance they called “mycocidin” had 
rendered active tuberculosis germs 
from human beings powerless to pro- 
duce the disease’ in guinea ‘pigs.

to any possibilities of using the 
substance in the treatment of tuber-

reduced. In addition, adverse weather conditions caused those crops which 
were sown in Europe last year, to be one of the poorest in history. The 
annual pre-war wheat crop in Europe averaged some forty-two million tons, 
while this year the yield was estimated at only about twenty-three million 
Drought conditions in many parts of the world, and a widespread 
shortage of fertilizers during the past two years have also contributed to 


The Canadian Wheat Board recently announced 
that supplies of wheat in farmers’ bins in this coun- 
try were only about half of what they had been 
a year ago, but it appealed for prompt delivery of 
available wheat to elevators, to be made ready for shipment overseas. It 
is estimated that the world wheat deficit for the first half of this year 
By the time of the next harvest, stocks of 
wheat are expected to be almost completely exhausted, and needs for next 
year will have to be met almost entirely from the current crop. Reports 
issued by the Emergency Economic Committee for Europe show that over 
two hundred and forty million people are now forced to exist on a diet 
far lower than the 2,650 calorie minimum set by the U.N.R.R.A, authorities. ‘

“OTTAWA.—Dramatic inquiry into 
the alleged Russian spy ring in Can- 
ada has uncovered a sprawling Soviet 
“fifth column” which has infiltrated 
into every level of Canadian life, 
Seeking information that might be 
useful should another war arise, The 
Canadian Press learned from a source 
of excellent authority. 

That the game of international 
intrigue is being played in deadly 
earnest was borne out in a disclosure. 


the life of the key witness in the 
government 8995 actually had been 
made. . 

This source said definite evidence 
had been found that the man known 
as Ivor Gosenko and his wife would 
have been killed by Russian agents 
had they not been tipped to vacate 
their Ottawa apartment the nigh: of 
Sept, 7 before the-agents arrived 

Gosenko destroyed as much of his 
secret papers as possible and con- 
cealed himself in a nearby apartment. 
The Russian agents arrived armed 
and prepared to kill him. When they 


found he had fied’ they wrecked his 


apartment. 

Gos ako sought and obtained 
Canadian government protection and 
the police were able to use his in- 
formation in fitting together the pat- 
tern of Russian fifth column activity 
that. already; had been under investi- 
gation,” the source said. 

“Gosenko now is being guarded 
with the greatest caution because 
there is evidence to show that orders 
have been given for his death and 
the death of his wife if such ts at 
all possible.” 

From this source, 
equal authenticity, the Canadian 
Press learned these disturbing de- 
tails of the ramifications of the 
sensational: espionage activity, now 
subject to royal commission investi- 
gation: 

1. Through an intricate network 
of agents, the ring was absorbing de- 
tail. concerning the atomic bomb, 
radar, the development of secret 
weapons, the location of war fac- 
tories, Canadian economic and indus- 
trial life—all data which would be 
| advantageous to a power embroiled 
in war. 

2. The announcement of the royal 
commission inquiry was made pre- 
maturely because the complex 
branches of the fifth column were 
develcping at an “alarming rate”, 
encompassing government employees, 
minor political parties and a number 
of so-called friendship“ ;

3. The ring’s activities resulted in 
an ever-increasing flow of vital 
though fairly commonplace informa- 
tion to the Kremlin in Moscow where 
it was carefully sorted and studied 
before being placed in a pigeon-hole 
labelled Canada“ and held for future 
possible use. 

4. Russia did not intend to pro-
